Crown: Land 
On 75-Year 
Leases 


Because of the importance of the 
land bake renewal question a re- 
presentative of the — Telegraph 
cniled on the Sceretary of the Hong- 
jong Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day to enquire whether the Chamber 
hnd further Information to give as 
to the discussions which were sald 
In the annunl report to be procecd- 
Ing. Mr. M. EF. Key sald that a 
Special Committee of the Chamber 
had not yet concluded its dellbera- 
tions and he could riot make o state- 
ment. - . ‘ 

Hongkong is under the lenschold 
system of Jand tenure, which obtains 
also in several other Colonics. The 
length of lenses hos varied. The 
oldest lenses were for 75 years, but 
from 1849 to 1880 terms of 999 yenrs 
were #ranted. From 1880 to 1898 
the policy was again 75 ycars, but 
from 1898 to the present day. the 
standard lease has been 75 years, 
with an option of renewal for another 
75 years, At the end of the first 75 
years there Is a revision of Crown 
rent fo the rate of the day. ~ 

Under the leasehold system, the 
land and the buildings upon it revert 
to the landlord (in this case the 
Crown) at the end of the Icasc. 
“Renewals ure granted, however, on 
payment of a premium. It is con= 
sidered by the early 75-year leasc~ 
holders that, because the later leasc~ 
holders have a term of 150 years the 
early lessees should hove their 
lenses automatically extended for an- 
other 75 years, thus postponing for 
that length of time the premium 
which wil be due at the end of the 


75 years, Steet 

' Of Equal Standing 

The official view is understood to 
be that 75-year-Jeascholders and 75 
plus 75 year leaseholders cannot be 
considered in different categories, nor 
can the one be considered more for- 
tunate than the other, The 75-year 
Ionesholder, who bought his lease in 
1885, say, pald what he considered 
afalr price for the enjoyment of that 
tand for,75 years, and the 75 plus 
6-year Teascholder, who bought his 
lense after 1898, also pald a fair 
price, but higher, because of the 
longer tenure. 

To grant extensions to present 75- 
year leaseholders without the pay- 
ment.of..premiums would be con- 
{erring on them. a benefit at the 
lexpense of the general community, 
jaceording to the oMcial view. The 
process might conceivably end in a 
wholesale demand for frechold leaszs, 
(for at the end of the 75 plus 75-year 
lenses, neting’on thts precedent, those 
holders might ask for a 999 ycars 
lease, and nt the end of the 999 
years carry the point further and re~| 
quest frechold leases. 

There is no question of one party 
yeing more fortunate in the period 
during which the leases were taken 
nut, The Initial premiums must have’ 
ibeen in equity with the tenure of 
‘those lenses. What has happened Ia 
that certain leascholders have failed 
to make provision for the premlum 
of renewal during their 75-year 
-| holdings, and the amount of that 
premium now apptars high. Several 
leaseholders, however, have already 
upreed fo pay the premium and in- 
creased Crown rents, and to refund 
them would Involve a considerable 
sum of moncy, 7 

: 999-Year Leases 

As regards the 999-year leasc- 
holders, and there are quite a few, 
official opinion is that it would only 
be a profitable venture for Govern- 
+} ment to buy them out if the com- 
pensation paid were: less than the 
marketable value of the lands. 

Government has already publicly 
mnnounced its willingness to renew 
lenses on payment of the value of the 
t renewal, except, of course, where 
land may be needed for a public 
purpose. - 

The facts of the pregent case in 
Hongkong could best be represented, 
‘according to the official view, by 
supposing two leaseholders in od- 
joining houses had leascs for five and 
seven yeurs respectively. Under 
these circumstances it would hardly 
be reasonable for the one, at the end 
of five years, to ask for an extension 
of two years because his neighbour 
had o simply. two years on his lease.

Lox Mnera and the popularity 
of pleasure cruises have provided 
sca-captaings who are responsible for 
good order on bonrd thelr ships with 
a serlous problem. . 


The professional gambler has 
“played tho iners" over since the 
Atlantic became o highway; in fact, 
‘n skipper of my acquaintance swenrs 
thut the orlginal card-room. expert 
went out with Christopher Columbus 
and that hls descendants have been 
rooking travellers ever alnce. . 

But It ls not tho gambler who wor- 
ries tho cnptoin so much nowadays, 
Most of the ¢lever-fingered gentry 
are well known, but other crooks 
have discovered that big ships. carry 
inflnite possibilities of loot, 

Hence your Jewel thieves and your 
confidence men nnd women who in- 
vade the luxury Ilners, not to men- 
tion black-mailers, To deal with 
these folk the steamship companies 
have had to employ special detectives 
who work with the ald of official 
pollce departments: and. with. that of 
United States’ Customs agents, who 
travel to and fro on most of the big 
steamship routes in order to keep an 
eye on smugglers, 


Muat Not Ldok’ the Part 


Your sea-sleuth must not look like 
on policeman or give the slightest hint 
he is a detective,, That would annoy 
an number of the passengers, apart 
from the crooks, Often, the only 
man who knows his real identity on 
board ship is the purser, The cap- 
tain knows that the detective is on 
board, but does not know the man 
(or woman) personally. 

The work of sca sleuths, is not un- 


‘like* that of Insurance investigators, 


There must be no scandal and no pro- 
secution, if possible, ‘Crimes on the 
high seas do not do the shipping 
companies any good. They make 
bad publicity: . 

The greatest difficulty the detective 
has is dealing with the silly women 
with money who are to be found 
nowhere in such numbers as on bonrd 
the big liners and plJeasure-cruisers. 
These good Indies, who are probably 
monuments of all the virtues in their 
home towns, go ull’ crazy directly 
they set foot, on board ship. They 
are almost defenceless prey for all 
sorts of adventurers and gigolos who 
still abound in numbers in the 
Americas, both North and South. 
They land themselves in the most 
compromising sltuntions, and the de- 
tective has to be extremely tactful 
und worldly-wise to steer them out 
of entangling positions, Even = then 
they turn on him, In many cases, and 
even report him to the ship’s officers 
for interfering with them, x 


Man of Many Talents 


The man responsible for the ship's 
intelligence work may, have two or 
three unofficial allies among the crew. 
In certain cases he may plant men 
or women In hts employ among the 
crew as stewards‘or stewardesses or 
even as deckhands., It is a big job 
to preserve law. and order in a big 
ship which carries.’ several © hundred 
passengers, often. of all nations, not 
to mention a large crew. The re- 
nection of passengers when they know 
that there Is a detective on board Is 
usually unfavourable.

Evacuated . 


Shanghai, May 5. 
Admitting — the — posslbility that 
bombs might have. been dropped on 
consulates during Thursday's Jnapan- 
cso alr rald on Chungling, 0 spokes- 
man of the Japancse Navy to-day 
Invoked the right of self-defence. 
The spokesman pointed out that 
Chinese batteries. consisting of antl- 
aircraft guns and Jarge-calibre ma- 
chine-quns located near the British, 
French and German Consulates 
opened an intense fire against Japan- 
ese planes, forcing onc portion of the 
raiders to change their objective and 
rwoop down upon the antl-alreraft 
batterics. 
Hie further Indicated that it wag 
a generally accepted fact that during 
_nerinl, land or naval bombardment, 
certain scattering of shots were un- 
avoidable. ‘ 
‘Tf consulates were hit, this is “re- 
grettable but = Inescapable," the 
spokesman said, He revealed that 
instructlons were given Japanese 
filer, to avold unnecessary damnge 
to third-party property, adding that 
it would be Impossible to nsk Japan- 
cse fiers operating at the risk of 
their lives to.remain impassive when 
nttackeed becaure of the nttacle coming 
from arcns where third-party pro- 
perty abounded, 
Concluding, the spokesman denicd 
that Japanese bombers were using 
incendiary bombs.—-Domiet. 


Third Day's Attack 
‘ Shanghai, May 5. 
For the third consccutive 
Japanese maval aircraft nttacke 
Chungking, the war-time capital. 

Various military and _ political 
organs In the cupital which had been 
grently damaged during the attacks 
in the past two dnys, were oxain 
ena by the Jopanese raiders to- 

jay. 

No official communique regarding 
fo-day’s raid on Chungking was 
available this afternoon, Local Chl- 
‘nese newspnpers also falled to carry 
reports of the _attacle, presumobly 
the communicatlon with the Szc- 
chwen city having been interrupted 
as the result of Thursdoy'’s Japanese 
bombardment.-—Dome!, 


City Being Evacuated 
: Chungking, May: 5. 

As the fires caused by yesterday's 
ralds consumed whole blocks of 
closely packed ond flimsily built 
structures,  200,000° residents — of 
Chungking evacunted during the 
night, leaving behind them ruin and 
desolation. . 

The clty, teeming with life a few 
days oo, now presents o tragic, dis- 
mal and deserted picture, The water, 
electricity and telephone services ure 
disorganised, .The only newspapers 
appearing his morning were two 
small extra editions, 

Mr, Ho Shu-yuan, mannger of the 
hend office of the Central News 
Agency. was seriously injured when 
the offices were demolished last 


ao night Mri! Yau-chin, manager of 


the business department, was also 
seriously injured and {ts not expected 
to recover. Mr. Hstno Tung-tze, 
director, and Mr. Chen Po-sen, chicf 
editor, who was formerly the Agency's 
Tokyo correspondent, were both In 
the building when it was demolished, 
but they extricnted themselves un- 
hurt from the debris, covered with 
plaster and dust. 

General and Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek inspected the devastated arens 
last night and this morning. After 
last night's tour the Gencralisstmo 
gave orders to commandeer all motor 
ears and trucks, both public 
private, for transporting refugecs to 
the countryside. All cars were con- 
centrated at a designated point at 11 
am, to-day. Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek supervised the evacuation of 
war orphans. The evacuation of 
women ond children continued to- 
day and will go on until the process 
is completed. Retief workera were 
‘busy to-day distributing food and 
water and orranging shelter for the 
refugees along the route, General 
Chinng last night instructed alk 
newspapers In Chungking to ccase 
publication, concentrating thelr re- 
sources on publishing a joint single 
newspaper, : 


Masses of Evacuecs 

A tour of the areas ravaged by 
bombing was made by Reuter Inst 
night. Many strects were almost 
impassable, so crowded were they 
wlth refugees, stretcher bearers, 
fire fighters ond civilian’ air raid 
volunteers. ‘ . 

The German Embassy had o lucky 
escape at destruction as it was 
caught between two parallel lanes of 
fires* where bombs had been lald. 
The Embassy was not touched, but 
it was impossible to pass through. 

The story of how more than 100 
women and children were burnt to 
death within sight. was told by 
oMciats of the German Embassy. 

The steadily advancing flames had 
driven these women and children to 
the base of the 30-foot high clty 
wall, which forms the outer wall 
of the German Embassy. 

The women and children screamed 
with terror og the flames approach~ 
ed nearer the city wall, which they 
could not scale. They were cnvc~ 
lJoped Jn a raging inferno, all dying.
